SCHOOL: RE POR

DISTRICT No. 1. 
CHARLES B. SARGENT, PRuDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 

This School was taught by Miss Fannie E. Tilton, twenty weeks at 
twenty dollars ($20) per month. The first term she had six scholars; all 
attended to Reading and Spelling; five to Arithmetic, four to Penmanship, 
three to Grammar, two to Gon spanhiy and one to U. S. History. 

The second term, eight scholars; all attended to Reading and Spelling, 
six to Arithmetic, five to Penmanship, three to Grammar, two to Geogra- 
phy, one to U. S. History and one to Composition. 

Miss Tilton had taught many terms, and seemed at home in the school; 
more pupils would have added to its interest. 

DISTRICT No. 2. 
JOHN L. LITTLE, PrupENTIAL COMMITTEE. 


This scliool was taught the first term by Mr. George Knight, nine weeks, 
at thirty-two dollars ($32) per month. He had twelve scholars; all at- 
fended to Reading, Spelling and Arithmetic, eleven to Penmanship, five 
to Grammar, four to Geography and two to U. S. History. 

The order was good, the success commendable. 

The second term was taught by Miss Florence A. Noyes, eleven weeks, 
at twenty-four dollars ($24) per month. She had eight scholars; all at- 
tended to Reading, Spelling, Penmanship and Arithmetic, seven to Geog- 
raphy and Drawing, two to Grammar, one to U. S. History and Composi- 
tion. This was Miss Noyes’ first attempt to take the sole charge of a 
school, but she came well qualified, and gave herself fully to her work, 
and the result was apparent in every department. 


DISTRICT No. 3. 
BENJAMIN H. STEELE, PrupEnttaAL CoMMITrER. 


This school was taught twenty weeks, by Miss Abbie Frances Knight, 
at twenty dollars ($20) per month. 

The first term she had fifteen scholars; all attended to Hewaiae and 
Spelling, thirteen to Arithmetic, ‘eleven to Penmanship, nine to Geogra- 
phy, five to Grammar, and three to Composition. 
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The second term she had nine scholars; all attended to Reading and 
Spelling, eight to Penmanship, Arithmetic, Geography and Composition, 
and two to Grammar. 

Miss Knight has a talent to govern and instruct, which is an important 
element in snccess. 

The third was taught by Mr. George Knight ten weeks; it was in part a 
subscription school. He had fourteen scholars; all attended to Reading, 
Spelling and Arithmetic, thirteen to Geography, nine to Penmanship, five 
to Grammar, and 1 to U.S. History. 

DISTRICT No. 4. 
ENOCH P. HOITT, PRupENTIAL COMMITTER. 

_This school was taught nine weeks, by Miss Hattie B. Churchill. She 
had three scholars; all attended to Reading, Spelling, Penmanship, Arith- 
metic and Geography, and one to Grammar. 

The second term was taught by Miss Mary F, Stevens, eleven weeks, at 
twenty-four dollars ($24) per month. She had four scholars; all attended 
to Reading, Spelling, Penmanship, Arithmetic and Geography, one to 
Grammar and Composition. 

Miss Stevens had taught two terms before in this district very acceptably 
and she accomplished this termall that could reasonably be expected from 


so small a school. 
DISTRICT No. 5. 
STEPHEN S. SHANNON, PRUDENTIAL COMMITTEE. 

This school was taught by Miss Martha E. Jones, twenty-three weeks 
in two terms, at twenty-two dollars ($22) per month, the first term, twen- 
four dollars ($24) the second term. ‘The first term she had fourteen schol- 
ars; all attended to Reading and Spelling, thirteen to Arithmetic, twelve 
to Geography, eight to Penmanship, four to Grammar, and one to U.S. 
History. 

The second term she had eleven scholars: all attended to Reading, 
Spelling, Penmanship and Arithmetic, ten to Geography, and four to 
Grammar. This was Miss Jones’ first trial at teaching, but she came well 
qualified, and with a natural talent to govern. 

The object of education is to fit scholars for the duties of life. For this 
end they must have just views of themselves, just views of the world, and 
just views of the duties of life. Many fail, and are an injury to the com- 
munity, by trying to do what they were never called to do, and are not 
able to do. We want our children to be correctly taught, and then self re- 
liant, able as in Messia to carry their part, then let each one play his part 
honestly and well, and there will be harmony in town, state and country. 
There are three classes of persons come out of educational institutions. One 
class by nature and education, are competent for their position, they are 
not compelled to ask for a place, they will make a place. When there 
was no Glass for Mr. Moody in the Sabbath School, he went out and gath- 
ered in boys from the street. Such men know how to make a wise use 
of their opportunities. We want them at the head of our armies, our in- 
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stitutions and our corporations. When we fail to get them, and put others 
in their places, the result is disastrous; witness the slaughter in many 
battles of the Rebellion, where brave men were poorly officered. There is 
another class who cannot,construct, but can carry out a plan when formed, 
they are as useful in their place as the first class. There is a third class 
who cannot make a place for themselves, and are either unwilling or un- 
fitted to fill those which are waiting for them; they are impatient, look- 
ing for the end without the means, forgetting that ‘‘nine-tenths of all work 
which produces results must be studying.’’ They are chronic grumblers, 
charging the inevitable results of thier idleness and ignorance upon others 
unsettled in their principles and purposes, they are the dangerous class in 
the community, anxious for any change, ready to barter their vote for 
money or patronage, ignorant that fidelity alone can make any position 
honorable, or show fitness for a highest. It is a striking remark-of a dis- 
tinguished writer, ‘‘God has a definite life-plan for every individual, 
girding him visibly or invisibly for some exact thing which it will -be the 
true significance and glory of his life to have accomplished.”
